The New Fish Law. 

Following is a full text of the fish law 
'□acted at the recent session of the 
Legislature, and now in force: 

it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 
i. 1 That it shall be unlawful for 
i ■ 'ii or persons to catch or de- 
flsh in any of the running waters, 
or pools.other than private ponds, 
s State, by means of a seine, net, 
than a dip net, drag or trap, ex- 
cept streams forming the boundary 
line between this and other States. 

ue thus offending shall, on con- 
viction, be fined in a sum nor less than 
twenty-five dollars not more than fifty 
dollars for each offense, and cost of 
prosecution. 
Sec. 2. That any person or i<ersons 
> ho shall place or cause to bo placed, in 
any of the running waters designated in 
section 1, any drug.injurious substance, 
medicated bait, or any dynamite or 
other explosive agont, with intent to 
ojure, poison or catch fish, shall be 
uilty of a misdemeanor, and, on con- 
iction thereof, shall be fined not lesB 
thad fifty dollars nor more than one 
idred dollars for each offense, and 
: of prosecution. 

sc. S, That <K) per centum of all the 
s collected for violation of the pro- 
ons of this act shall be paid into the 
treasury of the county in which such 
fines are imposed, tho remaining forty 
per centum to be paid to the civil offi- 
cer securing the apprehension and con- 
viction.
